After  several  years  of  experimentation  in 
order  to  find  the  proper  climatic  and  soil  condi¬ 
tions,  the  growing  of  Holland  bulbs  was  started 
in  a  commercial  way  at  Bridgeton,  Cumber¬ 
land  County,  N.  J.,  in  1923.  The  original 
bulbs  for  planting  stock  were  secured  from  Hol¬ 
land  and  were  selected  from  the  finest  stocks  ob¬ 
tainable.  They  have  been  carefully  grown  and 
reselected  for  the  past  seven  years  until  now  we 
are  ready  to  recommend  them  to  the  many  dis¬ 
criminating  gardeners  and  florists. 

The  selection  and  cultivation  of  the  bulbs 
in  our  Gardens  has  been  under  the  direction  of 
experienced  Dutch  bulb  growers,  who  learned 
their  culture  as  producers  in  their  native  coun¬ 
try,  Holland.  Nothing  has  been  left  undone  in 
order  to  produce  strong,  hardy  bulbs  with  ex¬ 
cellent  flowering  qualities.  They  are  thor¬ 
oughly  ripened  and  cured,  selected  for  size,  and 
securely  packed  so  they  will  arrive  at  vour  gar¬ 
den  in  good  condition.  When  planted  there, 
they  will  flower  satisfactorily  if  given  just  or¬ 
dinary  attention.

The  simple  beauty  of  form,  dignity  of  hab¬ 
it,  ease  of  culture,  plus  the  innumerable  posi¬ 
tions  in  the  garden  in  which  their  use  may  be 
availed,  is  responsible  for  the  popularity  of 
Narcissi.  They  bring  to  the  garden  its  first 
display  of  color,  spreading  out  their  hoard  of 
yellow  beauty  in  response  to  the  coaxing  of  the 
early  Spring  sun. 

V arieties  may  be  selected  that  will  secure 
bloom  from  March  well  into  May.  It  is  a  ques¬ 
tion  of  individual  taste  whether  the  Great 
Trumpets  are  more  handsome  than  the  dainty 
elegance  of  the  small  crowned  varieties,  but 
there  are  no  Narcissi  without  the  charm  of 
shape  and  color.  They  have  an  exquisite  grace 
and  a  rather  spiritual  beauty.  They  have  been 
known  for  ages  and  were  beloved  by  the  an¬ 
cients  and  about  them  were  written  many  myths 
and  legends. 

It  is  not  only  for  garden  culture  that  Nar¬ 
cissi  are  largely  used,  but  many  are  extensively 
grown  in  pots  and  pans  for  indoor  decoration 
for  late  winter  months.  Some  varieties  in  our 
list  may  be  forced  into  bloom  as  early  as  Janu¬ 
ary. 

All  Narcissi  bulbs,  with  the  exception  of 
the  Tazetta,  are  perfectly  hardy,  and  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  flower  outdoors  each  year,  if  given  con¬ 
genial  location  and  not  disturbed. 


Yellow  Trumpets 

The  large  flowering  group,  measuring 
from  two  to  four  inches  across  the  trumpets 
with  light  tips  from  three  to  four  inches  in 
length,  supported  on  strong,  stiff  stems,  from 
twelve  to  eighteen  inches  high,  known  as  the

^STo  flowers  in  our  Gardens  present  a  more 
gorgeous  spectacle  nor  a  greater  variety  of  color 
than  the  Tulip.  It  vies  with  the  rainbow  in 
bravery  of  its  coloring;  and  its  masses  of  dazz¬ 
ling  beauty  decorate  our  gardens  and  parks 
while  most  of  the  other  vegetation  is  yet  in  bud.

Their  chief  characteristics  are  perfect  cup 
shape  of  the  flowers,  flashes,  substantial  bulbs, 
tall  stems  and  bright  colors  ranging  through  all 
the  shades  of  pink  and  red  to  purples.
